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THE  COINS  OF  CILICIAN  ARMENIA

In  comparison  with  many  other  series  of  coins,  little  has  been  written  in  English 
to  assist  the  ordinary  collector  in  a  study  or  arrangement  of  the  coins  of  Cilician 
Armenia,  a  coin  series  which  played  a  significant  part  in  the  development  of  the 
medieval  coinages  of  Europe  and  beyond. 

Mention  should  be  made  of  early  writers — particularly  Father  Sibillian — whose 
studies  have  done  much  to  formulate  modern  knowledge  of  the  Armenian  coin 
series,  but  whose  works  have  been  outdated  in  some  respects  by  later  scholarship. 
The  series  was  studied  and  published  in  1962  in  considerable  detail  by  Dr.  F.  Z. 
Bedoukian  in  his  Coinage  of  Cilician  Armenia  (American  Numismatic  Society 
“Notes  and  Monographs”  No.  147),  but,  sad  to  say,  this  outstanding  work  is  out  of 
print  and  difficult  to  find.  When  it  is  available  it  is  a  publication  of  prime  importance 
although  the  reproductions  of  the  many  coins  illustrated  are  not  so  easy  to  study 
as  they  are  in  many  numismatic  publications.  Dr.  Bedoukian  also  produced  a  summary 
article  in  Revue  des  etudes  armeniennes  1971,  but  this,  once  again,  is  not  easy  to  find  to 
consult.  With  one  exception  which  is  noted,  all  my  references  in  this  commentary  are 
to  the  1962  catalogue,  in  which  the  author  has  classified  and  catalogued  all  the  coins 
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he  could  locate  in  the  main  public  and  private  collections  in  many  parts  of  the  world. 
In  all  Bedoukian  considers  some  10,453  specimens  but  many  additional  coins  are 
known  which  increase  this  number  to  a  great  extent.  However,  the  catalogue  is  so 
comprehensive  that  it  appears  unlikely  that  any  major  varieties  are  not  included. 

In  Seaby’s  Coin  and  Medal  Bulletin  of  1962,  Jcan-Paul  Divo  published  some 
notes  on  the  coinage  of  Armenia  (p.  459),  but  although  Bedoukian’s  work  is  men¬ 
tioned  in  a  postscript,  it  was  not  available  to  him  at  the  time  he  wrote  and  his  notes 
suffer  from  this  to  a  considerable  extent. 

I  hope,  therefore,  my  commentary  may  offer  some  guidance  to  the  identification 
and  arrangement  of  specimens  to  others  who  have  an  interest  in  the  coins  of  Cilician 
Armenia  or  who  wish  to  know  something  about  them,  when  Bedoukian’s  work  is  not 
available.  My  commentary  is  written  following  a  study  of  the  series  which  has  been 
based  mainly  upon  Bedoukian’s  book,  and  I  acknowledge  freely  and  gratefully  my 
dependance  almost  entirely  upon  it.  My  acknowledgement  is  also  recorded  to  later 
specialised  studies  by  Dr.  D.  M.  Metcalf  which  will  be  mentioned  in  due  course. 

When  the  Armenian  people  made  their  home  in  Asia  to  the  south  of  the  Caucasian 
mountains,  they  could  hardly  have  selected  for  themselves  a  more  unfortunate 
location.  During  the  centuries  which  followed,  their  land  wTas  either  invaded  or  used 
as  a  passageway  by  many  peoples — from  the  east,  the  Persians,  Parthians,  Seljuk 
Turks,  or  the  Mongols;  or  from  the  west,  the  Greeks,  Romans,  or  the  Byzantines. 
Of  these  invasions  that  of  the  Seljuk  Turks  in  a.d.  1064  proved  to  be  of  the  greatest 
consequence,  and  the  invaders,  continuing  their  westward  advance,  established 
themselves  in  what  is  modern  Turkey  forming  their  Sultanate  of  Roum,  eventually 
in  1097  with  Konya  (Iconium)  as  their  capital  city.  In  advance  of  the  Seljuk  invasion 
many  of  the  Armenian  people  fled  to  the  southwest  and  sought  new  homes  in  the 
Taurus  mountain  area  of  Cilicia.  By  1080  they  were  well  established  in  this,  their 
new  homeland,  and  Roupen  who  was  a  descendant  of  the  earlier  Armenian  kings, 
became  their  ruler.  During  the  next  century  his  successors  extended  the  Armenian 
territory  southward  until  the  whole  of  the  area  to  the  coast  was  under  their  control. 
This  territory  included  several  important  coastal  cities  including  Tarsus  and  Adana, 
cities  now  inland  as  the  coast  line  has  receded  since  that  time.  The  Armenian  capital 
city  was  Sis,  some  miles  further  inland. 
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From  the  time  of  the  Seljuk  invasion,  the  old  Armenian  territory  ceased  to  hold 
any  political  significance,  and  the  few  peoples  who  did  not  join  the  migration  to 
Cilicia  lived  mainly  in  the  mountainous  parts  of  the  land.  The  new  Armenian  territory 
in  Cilicia  is  sometimes  known  as  Lesser  Armenia. 

Such  was  the  situation  in  1187  when  Prince  Levon  II  took  over  the  government 
of  Cilician  Armenia  from  his  brother,  Prince  Roupen  II.  Levon  soon  proved  himself 
to  be  an  able  ruler,  and  as  the  Armenians  had  been  able  to  render  assistance  with 
men  and  supplies  to  the  Crusaders,  Levon  felt  able  to  make  representations  to  the 
German  emperor  and  the  Pope  for  them  to  acknowledge  him  as  king  of  the  Ar¬ 
menians.  Eventually  this  acknowledgement  was  granted.  Levon  was  presented  with  a 
royal  crown  by  the  Byzantine  emperor,  Alexius  III,  and  in  January  1198  he  was 
crowned  king  and  annointed  in  the  cathedral  at  Tarsus  in  the  presence  of  the  Imperial 
Chancellor,  and  the  Papal  Legate  who  presented  Levon  with  a  royal  sceptre. 

At  this  point  is  should  be  stressed  that  Prince  Levon  II  was  crowned  as  King 
Levon  I.  In  various  works,  for  example  the  ‘‘Cambridge  Medieval  History”,  Levon 
is  named,  as  King  Levon  II,  and  his  successors  of  the  same  name  to  King  Levon  VI, 
when,  in  fact,  they  are  Kings  Levon  I  to  V.  To  avoid  difficulty  and  misunderstanding, 
when  using  a  new  work  for  study,  it  is  wise  to  take  into  account  the  actual  dates  of  the 
kings  as  recorded  by  the  author  until  it  is  ascertained  which  method  of  numbering 
has  been  used.  In  this  commentary  I  have  made  my  references  to  Kings  Levon  I  to  V 
which  I  consider  to  be  the  correct  method,  this  being  that  also  employed  by  Bedoukian. 
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Looking  backward  in  time  for  a  moment,  it  should  here  be  mentioned  that  al¬ 
though  tradition  has  it  that  Christianity  was  brought  to  Armenia  much  earlier,  it  was 
certainly  brought  to  the  country  by  Gregory  the  Illuminator,  and  that  in  303  the 
Armenians  adopted  Christianity  as  their  state  religion — 10  years  earlier  than  the 
Edict  of  Milan  under  which  toleration  was  granted  to  Christianity  in  the  Roman 
empire.  Another  significant  step  was  the  invention  of  the  Armenian  alphabet  by 
Mesrop  in  439.  36  characters  were  employed  to  place  the  Armenian  language  into 
writing  (3  characters  were  added  later)  and  it  is  in  these  characters  that  the  inscrip¬ 
tions  on  the  coins  are  to  be  found  written.  Although  they  are  unusual  in  appearance, 
with  the  aid  of  a  chart  the  Armenian  characters  are  quite  easy  to  follow,  and  in  the 
majority  of  cases  they  are  faithfully  copied  on  the  actual  coins.  Accordingly  the  coin 
inscriptions  can  be  read  without  much  difficulty  by  collectors  or  students  who  do  not 
understand  the  Armenian  language. 

It  appears  certain  to  have  been  within  the  period  1196-1198  that  the  coinage  of 
Cilician  Armenia  was  introduced  in  a  regular  manner.  A  few  copper  coins  are 
attributed  to  the  earlier  baronial  or  princely  period  (1080-1196)  but  these  are  very 
rare  and  are  unlikely  to  be  found  or  recognised  by  the  ordinary  collector.  However, 
King  Levon  I  introduced  a  silver  coinage  presumably  after  having  been  sent  the 
crown  by  the  Byzantine  emperor  but  before  his  coronation,  and  a  remarkable  coinage 
it  was. 

From  the  time  of  the  introduction  of  the  denier,  or  silver  penny,  in  France,  the 
coin  became  the  standard  denomination  for  most  European  coinages  and  almost  the 
only  denomination  struck.  The  initial  weight  of  about  224  grains  was  soon  subject  to 
reductions  as  was  the  purity  of  the  metal,  and  when  the  Crusaders  arrived  in  the 
middle  east,  their  coinages  which  were  struck  were  deniers,  basically  in  billon  which 
is  a  debased  silver.  Under  Doge  Enrico  Dandolo  (1192-1205),  towards  the  end  of 
his  reign,  the  Venetians  commenced  to  strike  their  grosso,  a  larger  silver  coin  of 
about  33  grains  in  weight,  these  grossi  being  the  first  attempt  in  the  west  to  strike  a 
larger  coin  than  the  denier.  On  the  other  hand,  in  the  middle  east  the  Seljuks  in  the 
Sultanate  of  Roum — the  neighbours  of  the  Cilician  Armenians — were  striking  silver 
dirhems  at  a  weight  of  about  45  grains,  and  the  first  coins  of  Levon  I  were  of  good 
silver  and  were  of  comparable  weight  and  size  to  the  Seljuk  dirhems.  Levon’s  coins 
were  known  as  trams,  and  he  went  also  a  stage  further  with  a  completely  new  innova¬ 
tion  by  striking  double-trams  of  about  85  grains  in  weight  (PI.  1) — a  coin  weight 
which  preceded  further  development  of  larger  silver  coins  elsewhere  in  the  west. 
Levon’s  double-trams  were  much  earlier  than  the  French  gros-tournois  of  Louis  IX 
struck  from  1266  and  also  the  English  groats  which  were  not  introduced  until  1279 
by  Edward  I,  and  even  then,  after  their  short  lifetime,  not  appearing  as  a  regular 
denomination  until  1351  under  Edward  III.  An  additional  denomination  also  struck 
by  Levon  was  the  half-tram,  and  to  distinguish  the  coins  of  this  first  issue  from  the 
later  series,  they  are  frequently  referred  to  as  double-trams,  half  double-trams,  and 
quarter  double-trams. 

On  the  obverse  of  the  coins  of  this  first  issue  Levon  himself  is  depicted  seated 
on  a  throne  which  is  decorated  each  side  by  the  foreparts  of  a  lion,  the  legs  of  the 
lions  forming  the  sides  of  the  throne,  and  he  is  shown  holding  an  orb  surmounted  by 
a  cross,  and  a  lily  sceptre.  The  reverse  type  shows  a  crowned  lion  standing  and  holding 
a  double  cross.  The  lion  is,  of  course,  a  very  suitable  type  for  the  coins  of  a  king  with 
the  name  of  Levon  (Leo)  which  is  derived  from  the  Latin  “leone”,  a  lion.  The  use 
of  the  lion  as  a  coin  type  is  well  known  from  the  time  of  the  earliest  Lydian  coins.

The  full  inscriptions  on  the  double-trams  are  as  in  Fig.  1,  and  they  can  be  trans¬ 
lated  as  levon  king  of  all  the  hayots,  and  on  the  reverse,  through  the  power  of 
god.  On  the  coins  the  word  takavor  (king)  is  frequently  abbreviated  to  tkr,  and, 
rarely,  amenayn  (all)  is  omitted.  On  the  half  double-trams  the  word  amenayn  is 
found  only  rarely,  and  the  very  rare  quarter  double-trams  have  the  obverse  inscrip¬ 
tion  of  the  larger  denominations  spread  over  both  obverse  and  reverse.  The  word 
transliterated  as  hayots  is  the  name  by  which  the  Armenian  people  knew  themselves. 

On  the  coins  of  this  issue,  as  on  all  later  issues,  the  inscriptions  are  to  be  found 
with  various  minor  alterations  in  the  spelling,  and  the  last  word  is  frequently 
shortened  to  a  variable  extent,  presumably  according  to  the  amount  of  space  the 
die-sinker  found  to  be  at  his  disposal. 

All  the  coins  of  the  first  issue  are  rare,  Bedoukian  cataloguing  only  98,  134,  and  3, 
of  the  three  denominations  in  all.  What  is  possibly  a  new  hoard  of  double-trams  was 
studied  and  published  recently  by  Dr.  D.  M.  Metcalf  in  Spink’s  Numismatic  Circular 
(May  1974  /.),  in  which  he  has  arranged  the  coins  by  style  and  minor  variations  in 
field  marks  which  are  of  differing  natures.  This  takes  the  total  of  recorded  specimens 
of  double-trams  from  98  to  158. 

The  first  issue  of  Levon’s  coins  appears  to  have  had  only  a  limited  period  of  use, 
as  it  was  followed  by  an  issue  which  was  struck,  without  little  doubt,  in  celebration  of 
the  king’s  coronation.  This  second  series  consists  only  of  trams  (which  are  known 
as  the  coronation  trams)  and  on  the  obverse  Levon  is  depicted  kneeling  before  a 
figure  of  Jesus  Christ,  and  between  them  are  either  rays  of  light  (PI.  2)  or  the  Holy 
Dove  descending  from  Heaven  (PI.  3). 

On  the  reverse  of  the  coronation  trams  normally  are  to  be  found  two  rampant 
lions,  looking  backwards,  and  with  an  ornamental  cross  between  them.  Bedoukian 
lists  only  133  coronation  trams,  but  their  numbers  have  been  increased  recently  to  a 
considerable  extent  by  what  are  almost  certainly  new  hoards.  The  inscriptions  on 
these  second  issue  coins  follow  those  of  the  first  issue,  but  in  this  instance  amenayn 
does  not  appear. 

As  was  no  doubt  the  case  of  the  first  issue,  the  coronation  trams  seem  to  have  had 
a  life  of  short  duration,  and  they  were  followed  by  Levon’s  third  issue  of  trams  (PI.  4) 
and  half-trams  (PI.  5)  which  became  the  standard  coinage  in  silver  for  the  remainder 
of  the  reign.  The  two  lion  reverse  type  was  retained  on  these  coins  (which  are  known 
as  the  ordinary  trams),  but  on  the  obverse  a  return  was  made  to  the  enthroned  king 
type  of  the  double-tram  issue.  The  inscriptions  on  the  ordinary  trams  follow  those 
of  the  double-trams,  but  amenayn,  which  appears  only  rarely,  is  abbreviated  to 
amen. 

The  ordinary  tram  issue  must  have  been  of  vast  dimensions  as  many  specimens 
of  the  coinage  have  survived.  Bedoukian  catalogues  some  3,696  specimens,  and  he  has 
classified  them  according  to  the  length  and  minor  variations  of  the  inscriptions: 
variations  in  the  cross  between  the  lions;  details  concerning  the  representation  of  the 
king — whether  his  feet  rest  on  a  footstool,  and  whether  his  left  foot  is  turned  out¬ 
wards;  and  different  styles  of  die  cutting. 
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Once  again  vve  are  greatly  indebted  to  Dr.  Metcalf  as  in  ‘Revue  beige  de  Numis- 
matique’  1972,  he  has  published  a  study  on  what  are  again  almost  certainly  two  new 
hoards  of  these  ordinary  trams.  The  variations  have  been  classified  by  a  new  method 
based  upon  the  styles  of  drapery  of  the  king’s  robes  and  the  reverse  crosses,  these 
being  supplemented  by  differing  styles  in  the  depiction  of  the  lions.  Dr.  Metcalf’s 
classification  has,  for  me,  a  very  great  attraction,  and  it  would  appear  likely  to  point 
forward  to  an  eventual  understanding  of  this  vast  issue,  and,  possibly,  to  a  complete 
chronological  classification  and  arrangement  of  the  whole. 

The  half-trams  of  this  issue  are  really  miniature  copies  of  the  trams  themselves, 
following  them  in  details  and  design,  and  Bedoukian  catalogues  only  21  specimens. 

With  the  ordinary  tram  issue  Levon  struck  copper  coins  of  good  size,  and  which 
are  known  as  tanks  (PI.  6).  The  central  part  of  the  reverse  is  occupied  by  a  double 
cross,  frequently  placed  on  steps,  and  with  stars  on  both  sides.  The  central  part  of 
the  obverse  depicts  a  crowned  head  which  is  sometimes  catalogued  as  the  head  of  the 
king,  and  at  others,  as  the  head  of  a  lion  (Fig.  2).  Although  it  would  appear  very  likely

that  the  head  is  intended  to  represent  the  king  himself,  against  this  the  crowned  lion 
had  appeared  earlier  as  the  reverse  type  of  the  double-trams,  and  there  is  considerable 
doubt  which  interpretation  of  the  head  on  the  tanks  is  that  intended  by  the  issuer. 
For  myself  I  am  by  no  means  convinced  one  way  or  the  other,  but  I  am  inclined  to 
consider  the  head  to  represent  a  crowned  lion. 

It  is  possible  to  classify  the  tanks  according  to  the  number  of  dots  (representing 
pearls  ?)  in  the  band  of  the  crown,  and  the  number  of  curls  (PI.  6  and  Fig.  2),  these 
criteria  and  the  completeness  of  the  inscriptions  being  used  by  Bedoukian  for  the 
arrangement  of  his  catalogue. 

On  the  tanks  the  obverse  inscription  is  that  which  had  become  the  standard  since 
the  coronation  tram  issue,  but  on  the  reverse  a  new  inscription  is  employed  which 
can  be  translated  struck  in  the  city  of  sis  (Fig.  3),  and  this  inscription  became  the

standard  for  the  remainder  of  the  Armenian  coin  series.  Sis  was  the  capital  city  of 
Cilician  Armenia  and  the  normal  site  of  the  mint,  but  it  is  possible  that  the  double- 
tram  issue  was  struck  at  Tarsus  (Darson,  as  it  was  known),  and  a  very  few  coins  much 
later  in  the  series  do  carry  the  name  of  Darson  in  place  of  that  of  Sis. 

Before  leaving  the  successful  reign  of  Levon  I,  mention  should  be  made  of  billon 
deniers  struck  by  him  probably  in  1208  at  the  time  of  his  expeditions  against  Antioch. 
These  coins,  which  are  very  rare,  have  the  inscriptions  in  Latin  leo  dei  gratia  rex 
armenior,  the  types  being  the  facing  head  of  the  king  and  a  cross.  A  unique  coin  of 
similar  types  but  with  the  inscriptions  in  Armenian  was  published  by  Bedoukian  in 
the  Numismatic  Chronicle ,  1967,  p.  189,  and  this  piece  was  probably  struck  in  1203.

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A  VARIETY  OF  THE  YUAN  SHIH  KAI  DOLLAR

The  death  in  1916  of  Yuan  Shih  Kai  deprived  China  of  both  a  President  and  an 
Emperor.  The  apparent  paradox  was  caused  by  the  culmination  of  a  career  during 
which  Yuan  Shih  Kai  had  placed  his  own  personal  interests  before  those  of  his 
country  and  naturally  before  those  of  any  other  contemporary  Chinese.  Born  in 
1859  Yuan  Shih  Kai  entered  on  a  career  in  the  army  and  spent  many  years  in  Korea. 
Being  in  a  position  to  afford  support  to  the  Dowager  Empress  in  her  plans  to  depose 
the  Emperor  and  seize  power  he  provided  the  required  help  and  in  return  received 
rapid  promotion.  Being  placed  in  charge  of  the  reorganisation  of  the  army  he  spent 
as  much  time  and  effort  in  laying  down  his  plans  for  the  future  of  Yuan  Shih  Kai  as 
he  did  in  modernising  China’s  military  forces.  Dismissed  from  all  his  offices  in  1909 
his  career  seemed,  like  many  another  political  adventurer  who  had  overreached 
himself,  to  have  come  to  an  abrupt  and  not  very  honourable  end.  The  Chinese 
Revolution  in  1911  brought  him  one  last  chance  when  he  was  recalled  by  the  Prince 
Regent  to  act  as  Premier  and  to  negotiate  with  the  revolutionaries.  So  successfully 
did  the  negotiations  turn  out  that  the  Empire  came  to  an  end  and  in  1912  Yuan 
Shih  Kai  was  elected  President  of  the  Chinese  Republic  for  one  year.  In  the  following 
year  he  was  re-elected  to  act  as  President  for  a  period  of  five  years,  a  period  to  be 
interrupted  by  his  death  at  the  comparatively  early  age  of  fifty  seven.  Being  practically 
a  dictator  Yuan  Shih  Kai  decided  to  accede  to  popular  demand  for  the  return  of  the 
Empire,  with  himself  of  course  wearing  the  Imperial  robes.  Whether  or  not  he  was 
enthroned  is  not  clear,  hence  the  doubt  whether  his  death  in  1916  deprived  China  of 
an  Emperor  or  of  a  President. 

The  coinage  associated  with  the  name  of  Yuan  Shih  Kai  consists  of  three  issues 
...  (a)  Silver  dollars  and  fractional  coins  as  President,  (b)  a  so-called  Preparatory 
Imperial  Dollar  showing  Yuan  Shih  Kai  wearing  a  feathered  hat  and  having  on  the 
reverse  the  Imperial  Dragon  and  (c)  a  Commemorative  Dollar  bearing  on  the 
obverse  the  same  head  which  had  appeared  on  the  Preparatory  Imperial  Dollar  and 
on  the  reverse  the  value  and  wreath  like  that  used  on  the  first  issue.  The  bare  headed 
issue  as  President  proved  very  popular  in  China  and  was  reissued  for  many  years, 
bearing  the  appropriate  date  in  Chinese.  Various  war  lords  also  issued  their  copies 
of  the  coin,  usually  easily  distinguishable  by  their  low  silver  content  and  poor 
engraving.  The  variety  I  wish  to  describe  in  this  paper  is  however  struck  with  the 
same  dies  as  the  normal  issue  and  is  of  as  good  a  silver  content.  It  can  be  distinguished 
by  being  rather  thinner  and  consequently  lighter  than  the  normal  issue,  the  lightness 
being  about  two  and  a  half  grammes.  The  issuer  of  this  coin  is  problematical  and  I 
feel  personally  that  it  was  struck  by  the  official  mint,  a  blank  of  less  than  the  requisite 
weight  having  by  some  series  of  mischances  escaped  the  vigilance  of  the  mint 
officials.

In  1742,  the  allowance  of  £400  a  year  for  expenses  was  raised  to  £ 600 ;  but  from 
1770  onwards  that  yearly  amount  was  continually  overspent.  When  the  Solicitor’s 
salary  was  raised  in  1815  from  £60  to  £1,200  a  year  with  an  allowance  of  £500  for 
clerical  staff,  the  payment  of  costs  was  restricted  to  the  out  of  pocket  expenses 
actually  incurred,  and  the  Solicitor  was  required  to  get  sanction  from  the  Mint  Board 
before  each  prosecution. 

Objections  to  the  prosecutions  being  conducted  by  the  Solicitor  on  account  of  his 
legal  status  were  raised  by  the  Master  in  1824,  and  thereupon  £400  was  deducted 
from  the  Solicitor’s  salary  and  given  as  a  retainer  to  standing  Counsel  to  see  the 
prosecutions  through  the  courts.  The  Soliticor  recovered  his  full  salary  in  1832 
when  the  services  of  the  Counsel,  who  had  seldom  appeared  in  court,  were  dispensed 
with. 

During  the  proceedings  of  the  Royal  Mint  Commission  in  1848,  it  was  believed 
that  coinage  offences  had  greatly  diminished  with  the  lessening  of  poverty  and  of  the 
gross  ignorance  which  had  bred  easy  victims.  The  increase  in  prosecutions  at  that 
time  was  attributed  not  to  the  growth  of  crine,  but  to  the  interested  zeal  of  the 
Solicitor;  three  quarters  of  the  prosecutions  being  for  uttering  or  passing  counterfeits. 
Arising  out  of  the  Commission’s  recommendations,  the  Solicitorship  of  the  Mint 
was  abolished  in  1849,  and  the  duties  of  that  appointment  transferred  to  the  Treasury 
Solicitor.  Subsequently  the  enforcement  of  the  laws  against  counterfeiting  was  again 
removed  to  the  Director  of  Public  Prosecutions  and  the  Police  who  drew  on  the  Mint, 
as  the  Solicitor  had  drawn  on  the  Moneyers,  for  expert  evidence  and  advice. 

The  Solicitor’s  bills  included  in  this  Class  under  the  heading  of  Accounts  give 
the  names  of  persons  prosecuted,  the  nature  of  their  offences,  the  places  of  their  trial 
and  the  verdicts.  Similar  information  is  partly  given  in  the  lists  of  persons  for  trial 
(Nos.  24  and  25  in  this  Class)  and  in  the  Solicitor’s  accounts  of  receipts  and  payments 
(No.  72  in  Class:  Mint  3),  which  help  to  fill  the  gap  in  the  series  of  the  bills  for  the 
period  1829  July  to  1832  November. 

Statements  and  abstracts  relating  to  prosecutions  taken  during  the  period  1780 
to  1848  are  included  on  pages  59,  61  to  63  and  76  of  the  Minutes  of  Evidence  appended 
to  the  Report  of  the  Royal  Mint  Commission  1848  (No.  17  in  Class:  Mint  2). 
Historical  data  on  the  Solicitor  and  the  prosecutions  is  also  contained  in  the  appen¬ 
dices  to  that  Report  and  in  the  appendices  to  the  Report  of  the  Select  Committee 
on  the  Royal  Mint  1857  (No.  14  in  Class:  Mint  2).

NEVADA  STATE  PRISON  BRASS  MONEY 

By  John  E.  Anderton 

As  early  as  1913,  the  use  of  “brass  money”  in  the  Nevada  State  Prison  by  the 
inmates,  was  authorized.  In  1932,  with  the  advent  of  legalized  gambling  in  Nevada, 
this  type  of  specialized  coinage  became  interchangeable  with  regular  United  States 
coinage  and  currency  amongst  inmates,  prison  personnel  and  visitors.  It  was  useable 
for  commissary  purchases  and  other  amenities,  gambling  in  particular. 

According  to  E,  T,  Pogue,  Warden,  in  a  letter  bulletin  published  December  5, 
1973,  gambling,  in  which  “brass  money”  was  used,  was  a  “100%  inmate  operated 
activity”  to  the  exclusion  of  all  others,  and  the  prison  approved  inmate  game  boss 
was  required  to  make  a  percentage  contribution  to  the  Inmate  Welfare  Fund,  This 
continued  to  March,  1967  and  on  May  8,  1967  all  “brass  money”  was  turned  in  for 
sale  as  a  collector’s  item. 

Occasioned  by  the  shortage  of  brass  during  World  War  II,  heavily  printed 
checks  on  canvas  in  $1  denominations  were  used  with  indifferent  success.  This 
practice  was  discontinued  due  to  fading,  wear  and  sporadic  attempts  at  counter¬ 
feiting.  I  have  been  unable  to  locate  a  single  printed  item  of  this  type. 

The  Warden  has  no  records  as  to  where  the  “brass  money”  was  minted  nor  the 
exact  quantity.  He  does  state  that  for  the  benefit  of  the  Inmate  Welfare  Fund, 
remaining  sets  are  sold  at  $60.00  per  set.  He  lists  denominations  as  50,  100,  250,  $1 
and  $5.  A  10  and  500  coin  are  also  known.  All  bear  the  obverse  inscription  “Nevada 
state  prison”  with  values  (and  usually  date)  on  the  reverse.  The  10  and  $5  values 
are  hexagonal. 

With  the  “demonetizing”  of  the  coins,  an  interesting  era  in  prison  administration 
became  numismatic  history.

A  So-called  Pattern  Oxford  Shilling.  In  the  November,  1975  issue  of  the  Coin  and 
Medal  Bulletin ,  on  p.  392,  a  coin  of  Charles  I,  No.  2577,  is  described  as  follows:  “Oxford  mint, 
pattern  shilling  by  Rawlins,  1644.  Plate  106,  nearly  F,  but  very  weak  in  places”.  Reference  to 
the  illustration  certainly  confirms  the  assessment  of  condition,  for  one  side  of  the  coin  (behind 
the  King’s  head  on  the  obverse  and  all  above  the  Declaration  on  the  reverse)  has  almost  entirely 
failed  to  register  any  impression  from  the  dies,  and  the  flan  in  this  area  is  uneven.  The  question 
then  is,  whether  such  a  coin  can  conceivably  have  been  a  pattern. 

This  definition  is  based  on  H.  W.  Morrieson’s  “The  Coinage  of  Oxford,  1642-46”  in  BNJ 
XVI,  where  a  coin  in  the  British  Museum  from  the  same  dies,  F-9,  is  described  on  pp.  158-60 
and  figured  on  pi.  VII,  111  (obv.)  and  PI.  VIII,  122  (rev.).  Morrieson  described  two  other  very 
rare  Oxford  shillings  as  patterns  (following  a  suggestion  by  Hawkins,  though  Grueber  curiously 
thought  they  were  forgeries)  but  this  description  of  F-9  appears  to  have  been  his  own,  based, 
probably,  on  the  quality  of  the  engraving,  the  unusual  design,  with  a  scroll  instead  of  a  panel 
for  the  Declaration,  and  the  echoes  of  the  famous  Rawlins  Oxford  crown. 

A  third  specimen  of  this  shilling  was  in  the  Lockett  collection,  lot  2469.  All  three  show  a 
die-flaw  below  the  bust,  where  a  and  G  of  mag  and  the  dotted  inner  circle  have  run  together. 
The  flaw  appears  to  be  worst  on  Seaby  2577  and  least  developed,  though  stiii  conspicuous,  on 
the  BM  coin.  One  would  hardly  expect  a  Civil  War  pattern,  in  the  true  sense  of  the  word,  to 
have  been  struck  in  such  numbers  as  to  show  progression  of  a  die-flaw  (even  though  there  are  a 
few  of  Briot’s  patterns  which  are  quite  common)  or  to  be  represented  by  a  specimen  which  is 
not  only  worn  but  also  poorly  struck. 

As  is  apparent,  certain  dies  were  prepared  with  more  care  than  others,  and  some  of  these 
incorporated  new  or  variant  elements  of  design  (such  as  the  lozenge  stops  and  scroll  on  the  F-9 
shilling).  Quite  possibly  a  few  special  strikings  were  made  from  such  dies  to  see  how  the  coins 
looked,  and  where  examples  of  these  alone  have  survived  there  might  be  a  case  for  regarding 
them  as  patterns  struck  from  dies  which  were  not  then  used  to  produce  coins  for  currency  in 
any  quantity.  But  this  would  hardly  apply  in  relation  to  dies  from  which  worn  or  poorly  struck 
coins  are  recorded. 

Probably  we  should  reserve  the  term  pattern  for  pieces  which  are  known  only  in  a  single  or 
in  a  very  limited  number  of  carefully  struck  specimens,  and  which  depart  significantly  (like  the 
Oxford  shillings  with  right-facing  bust)  from  the  standard  appearance  of  the  series. — Ian 
Stewart. 

Brighten  Britain’s  coins  call.  Britain’s  decimal  currency  is  “probably  the  most 
unlovely  in  the  whole  history  of  our  country”  and  should  be  replaced  with  coins  of  a  new 
design,  says  Seaby’s,  London  coin  dealers,  in  their  latest  issue  of  Coins  of  England  catalogue, 
out  today.  New  designs  could  celebrate  the  Queen’s  Silver  Jubilee  next  year  with  follow-up 
issues  on  British  industry  and  inventions.  The  current  designs  have  not  spurred  much 
enthusiasm  from  the  public,  says  Seaby’s,  and  have  been  “decidedly  unpopular”  among 
collectors  at  home  and  abroad.  The  dealers  also  want  a  new  name  for  the  coinage.  The  new 
catalogue  shows  that  older  British  coins  have  again  increased  in  value,  but  the  “dramatic 
increases  of  the  past  few  years  have  now  levelled  off,  with  a  few  falls.” — Evening  News ,  2nd 
December,  1975. 

Enquiry.  I  am  interested  in  locating  the  whereabouts  of  the  original  Italian  text  of  Bene¬ 
detto  Pistrucci’s  autobiography.  The  known  English  translation  is  a  part  of  Archibald  Billing’s 
book  “The  Science  of  Gems,  Jewels,  Coins  &  Medals”  (London,  Bell  &  Daldy,  1S67)  and  was 
prepared  by  Mrs.  Billing.

London  Num.  Club.  On  Wednesday,  8th  October, 
Mr.  Norman  Turner  gave  a  talk  on  Marlborough’s  time 
in  medals  continuing  from  his  previous  talk  which  had 
finished  at  the  time  of  the  battle  of  Blenheim  in  1704.  He 
explained  that  the  major  battles  of  the  war  of  Spanish 
Succession  had  been  Blenheim,  Ramillies,  Oudenarde  and 
Malplaquet  which  had  taken  place  in  1704,  1706,  1708 
and  1709  respectively.  The  great  war  which  had  begun  in 
1702  was  mainly  caused  by  the  ambition  of  Louis  XIV 
who  wished  to  place  his  grandson,  the  Duke  of  Anjou,  on 
the  Spanish  throne.  The  war  was  fought  in  several 
theatres  throughout  the  world  but  the  greatest  campaigns 
were  fought  on  the  northern  borders  of  France  and  in 
Germany  where  John  Churchill,  Duke  of  Marlborough, 
was  Commander  in  chief  of  the  armies  of  the  Grand 
Alliance. 

Air.  Turner  showed  slides  of  many  medals  which 
illustrated  the  turbulent  military  events  of  the  period.  The 
first  slide  was  a  Nuremburg  counter  which  showed  the 
combined  English  and  Dutch  fleets  capturing  or  destroying 
the  Spanish  Plate  fleet  and  the  French  squadron  escorting 
it.  The  counter  shows  a  view  of  Vigo  harbour.  It  was,  of 
course,  from  this  action  that  the  silver  bullion  from  which 
coins  with  vigo  below  the  Queen’s  bust  were  struck. 

During  the  years  1705  and  1706  the  war  was  fought  most 
bitterly  in  Italy  and  Spain  and  the  allied  forces  made  a 
successful  attack  upon  Barcelona  in  an  attempt  to  rally 
Catalonia  to  the  support  of  King  Charles  III.  A  medal  by 
Philipp  Heinrich  Miller  shows  the  bust  of  the  king 
described  as  king  of  Spain  and  Archduke  of  Austria.  In 
the  exergue  is  shown  the  flight  of  the  French  and  the 
eclipse  of  the  same  day,  12th  May,  1706. 

In  the  year  1706  the  war  was  not  going  so  well  for  the 
Grand  Alliance  due  in  part  to  the  flagging  support  of  the 
Holy  Roman  Empire.  Louis  XIV  wanted  a  decision  in 
Belgium  in  Brabant  and  it  was  this  which  led  to  the  battle 
of  Ramillies  in  which  the  French  were  defeated  and  cities, 
towns  and  fortresses  all  over  the  Netherlands  fell  to 
Marlborough.  Croker’s  medal  shows  the  two  fames  with 
trumpets  holding  a  map  of  the  provinces  of  Flanders  and 


Brabant  while  the  obverse  shows  the  bust  of  Queen  Anne. 
Another  medal  shows  Louis  XIV  thrown  to  the  ground 
and  over  him,  A.nne  dressed  as  Minerva  waving  a  branch 
of  palm.  This  satirises  Louis  for  assuming  the  title 
Magnus  describing  the  two  monarchs  as  Louis  the  Great, 
Anne  the  Greater. 

The  forces  of  the  alliance  were  not  greatly  successful  in 
1707  and  in  that  year  Louis  decided  to  regain  Flanders. 
It  was  this  event  which  led  to  the  battle  of  Oudenarde  at 
which  again  the  French  were  defeated.  A  number  of 
medals  were  struck  to  commemorate  this  event  which  led 
to  the  capture  of  Lille  which  is  alluded  to  on  one  piece 
which  shows  a  lily  plucked  in  the  sight  of  the  gardeners. 
Malplaquet  was  fought  in  the  following  year  and  in  1710 
Marlborough  fell  into  disgrace.  The  war  was  finally 
ended  in  1713  with  the  peace  of  Utrecht. 

On  Thursday,  6th  November,  Dr.  D.  M.  Metcalf  gave  a 
talk  on  the  Byzantine  silver  coinage.  During  the  third 
century  the  silver  ingredient  in  the  Roman  coinage 
seemed  to  dry  up  due,  most  probably,  to  the  running  out 
of  the  main  silver  mines.  This  created  a  currency  based 
upon  gold  and  bronze,  a  situation  which  was  to  last  for  a 
long  time. 

In  the  early  seventh  century  was  first  struck  the  silver 
Hexagram.  This  was  one  and  a  half  times  the  weight  of 
the  gold  solidus  and  its  twelth  part  which  made  the  ratio 
of  gold  to  silver  of  1/18.  According  to  contemporary 
documents  the  new  coin  weighed  6  scruples.  The  greatest 
number  of  these  coins  are  to  be  found  in  the  east  and 
particularly  in  Trans  Causasia,  the  district  to  the  north  of 
the  Sassanian  empire.  The  reason  for  this  was,  probably, 
that  the  armies  of  Heraclius  had  spent  the  coins  in  these 
parts  whilst  engaged  in  the  bitter  struggle  against  the 
Sassanian  king  Khusru  II.  Indeed  the  Byzantine  state 
was  at  this  time  very  nearly  destroyed  by  the  Persian 
threat.  It  was  the  policy  of  Heraclius  to  counterattack  in 
the  territory  of  the  Persians  and  in  623  he  captured  the 
important  city  of  Ganzag  in  which  was  situated  one  of  the 
main  Sassanian  fire  altars,  destroyed  in  revenge  for  the 
sack  of  Jerusalem.  There  is  considerable  debate  as  to 
when  the  Hexagram  was  first  struck.  The  chronicle 
Pascale  indicates  the  date  of  615  or  perhaps  626  which  is 
the  more  likely  since  it  refers  to  riots  for  food  which  could 
have  been  caused  by  the  Persian  occupation  of  Egypt  and 
the  cessation  of  the  corn  supply  as  a  result  of  this.  The 
reverse  of  the  coin  shows  a  cross  on  globe  which  too  has 
provoked  much  discussion.  Miss  Erickson  suggests  that 
the  steps  are  the  base  of  a  fire  altar  with  a  Christian  globus 
above  it  designed  to  indicate  the  triumph  of  the  Byzantines 
over  destroyed  Ganzag.  It  is  true  that  the  cross  on  steps 
motif  has  been  found  before  on  Roman  and  Byzantine 
issues  but  not  with  the  same  design.  It  has  alternatively 
been  suggested  that  the  issue  may  refer  to  a  new  cross 
erected  in  Constantinople  in  612. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  seventh  century  the  issues  of 
Hexagrams  became  progressively  less  and  at  the  beginning 
of  the  eighth  century  was  first  struck  the  silver  miliaresion. 
This  probably  made  its  appearance  at  roughly  the  time  of 
the  reform  of  the  Saracen  Caliph  Abdul  Malik  who 
introduced  for  the  first  time  in  the  Arab  world  the  silver 
Dirhem  and  the  gold  Dinar.  The  extent  of  trade  between 
the  Saracens  and  Byzantines  contrary  to  popular  belief 
was  great  at  the  time  and  it  became  a  source  of  worry  to 
the  Byzantine  government  that  they  might  find  their 
silver  draining  out  of  the  country  due  to  an  adverse 
balance  of  trade  and  the  real  wealth  of  their  state  thereby 
reduced.  A  very  modern  solution  was  adopted  to  remedy 
this  situation  by  which  the  silver  miliaresion  was  made 
into  something  of  a  token  coin  with  an  artificially  low 
value  against  the  gold  solidus.  There  is  evidence  of  an 
interesting  nature  of  this  phenomenon  when  one  finds 
from  time  to  time  examples  of  Byzantine  coins  overstruck 
on  Dirhems  which  were  heavier  coins  and  are  therefore 
usually  clipped  to  remedy  the  difference.  The  eighth  and 
ninth  century  Byzantine  coins  exhibit  a  far  from  pure 
silver  content  whereas  those  overstruck  on  Saracen  pieces 
are  usually  of  a  fineness  of  about  95%.  This  poses  the 
question  of  why  in  these  circumstances  were  not  large 
numbers  of  the  silver  coins  exported  ?  There  were 
certainly  very  many  more  produced  than  would  seem  to 
be  indicated  by  the  number  available  today  as  one  can  see 
by  noting  the  very  large  number  of  die  varieties  for 
example  in  a  large  hoard  of  the  time  of  Basil  I  and  yet 
very  few  coins  are  to  be  found  from  single  site  finds.  This 
is  one  of  the  interesting  problems  raised  by  the  series. 
Dr.  Metcalf  concluded  his  fascinating  talk  by  answering 
a  large  number  of  questions  on  the  subject.

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INDO-GREEK  AND  INDO-SCYTHIAN  COINAGE 

by  Dr.  Michael  Mitchiner 


This  is  the  most  important  numismatic  work  ever  published  on 
Indo-Greek  and  Scythian  coinage  and  an  unprecedented  amount  of 
information  has  been  gathered  together  from  many  sources.  Ten 
thousand  photographs  illustrate  the  history  of  coinage  in  Afghanistan 
and  Pakistan  during  the  five  centuries  that  elapsed  from  the  coming 
of  Greek  culture  with  Alexander  the  Great  in  330  b.c.  until  the 
foundation  of  the  Sassanian  Empire  by  Ardeshir  in  a.d.  226. 

Many  coins  are  illustrated  for  the  first  time  and  numerous  hitherto 
unrecorded  issues  are  presented ;  a  full  description  of  each  issue  being 
placed  alongside  the  relevant  photographs.  The  wealth  of  new  material 
has  enabled  Dr.  Mitchiner  to  draw  many  new  conclusions  about  the 
history  of  this  region.  These  are  contained  in  an  easily  read  text  that 
is  amplified  by  numerous  maps  and  tables.  This  presentation  of  a 
particularly  interesting  period  in  Greek  and  Indian  history  should  be 
of  considerable  interest  to  collectors,  historians  and  archaeologists  alike. 

The  author  commences  his  study  at  the  time  when  Alexander  the 
Great  conquered  the  Persian  Empire  and  extended  the  Greek  world 
as  far  as  the  Punjab.  The  traditional  Persian  practice  of  permitting 
provincial  governors  (satraps)  to  issue  their  own  coins  has  produced 
an  interesting  series  of  satrapal  coins  extending  from  Egypt  and 
Babylon  to  the  Kabul  valley  where  Alexander’s  father-in-law  Oxyartes 
struck  a  few  coins  while  satrap  during  the  320s  b.c.  The  more 
homogeneous  coinage  of  the  succeeding  Seleucid  Empire  came  to  an 
end,  so  far  as  the  eastern  provinces  were  concerned,  when  they 
declared  their  independence  during  the  250s  b.c. 

The  Indo-Greeks  rose  to  prominence  as  they  re-conquered  southern 
provinces  whose  ownership  had  passed  from  Alexander  and  Seleucos 
to  the  Indian  king  Chandragupta  Maurya.  The  Golden  Age  of  the 
Indo-Greeks  ended  abruptly  during  the  130s  b.c.  when  nomads, 
migrating  from  the  north,  occupied  large  sections  of  Afghanistan.  But 
it  was  not  until  the  years  around  Christ’s  birth  that  the  last  Indo-Greek 
king  forfeited  what  little  remained  of  former  glory  to  a  pincer 
movement  between  Kushans  moving  down  from  the  north  and 
Scythians  expanding  their  holdings  in  Pakistan. 

The  Scythians  who  had  reached  Afghanistan  during  the  migration  of 
the  130s  b.c.  settled  much  of  the  Afghan  plateau  during  ensuing 
decades.  Those  who  moved  furthest  organised  themselves  into  a 
S.E.  Afghan  kingdom  ruled  by  Vonones  and  acquired  a  local  heritage 
of  Indo-Greek  culture.  Under  new  leaders  these  ‘  1 ndo- Scythians* 
moved  further  and  took  much  of  northern  Pakistan  away  from  the 
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Indo-Greeks  during  the  1st  century  B.c.  Administrative  de-centralisation, 
which  had  earlier  been  an  asset  to  the  Indo-Greeks,  led  to  the 
downfall  of  the  Indo-Scythian  realm  which,  fragmented  among 
increasingly  powerful  satraps,  became  easy  prey  to  Kushan  and 
Indo-Parthian  expansion. 

Meanwhile  Scythians  who  had  settled  under  Parthian  suzerainty  in 
western  Afghanistan  consolidated  a  principality  in  Seistan  and  entered 
a  phase  of  rapid  expansion  that  left  their  king,  Gondophares,  master  of 
a  vast  ‘ Indo-Parthian ’  empire  in  the  mid  1st  century  a.d.  But  northern 
Pakistan  was  soon  lost  when  the  Kushans  entered  a  new  phase  of 
expansion  and  the  more  southerly  districts  of  Saurashtra  and  Broach 
became  the  realm  of  the  Western  Satraps  who  commemorated  their 
independence  by  founding  the  Saka  era  in  a.d.  78.  Reduced  to  a 
purely  Afghan  kingdom  the  Indo-Parthian  realm  later  split  into  the 
two  kingdoms  of  Sakastan  and  Turan  which  were  subsequently 
absorbed  into  the  Sassanian  Empire. 

The  manuscript  for  this  major  work  is  already  written  and  the 
photographs  taken.  Volume  I  will  be  ready  for  delivery  during  January 
1976  and  volumes  II,  III,  and  IV  available  by  mid-summer.  The 
completed  work  as  a  set  should  be  finished  within  a  year  of  the  closing 
subscription  date.
